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New Legislation Will Protect Local Immigration Laws

| introduced legislation today to protect state and local governments from federal lawsuits filed
against local immigration laws. The federal government’s failure to enforce immigration laws is
leading state and local governments to enact their own laws to address the problem of illegal
immigration. Yet, the high cost of defending against a federal lawsuit may discourage local
governments from enacting laws to address illegal immigration.

The legislation | am introducing, the Respect for Local Laws Act, will require the federal
government to pay for any legal costs incurred by state or local governments if a court upholds
a federal challenge to a local immigration law. If the Obama Administration will not enforce our
immigration laws, it should not stand in the way of state and local governments from doing so.
We are a nation of laws and they must be enforced. Senator Mike Johanns of Nebraska
introduced companion legislation in the Senate this week.

Immigration Laws Must Be Enforced
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The State of Arizona should be applauded for trying to enforce our immigration laws—not sued.
Yet, the U.S. Department of Justice and the America Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) have filed
lawsuits to prevent the implementation of Arizona’s new immigration law. This week, | continued
to support Arizona’s immigration law by signing an amicus curiae, or “friend of the court,” brief in
defense of an ACLU legal challenge to Arizona’s efforts to enforce federal immigration law.

The federal government’s failure to secure the border has left states, like Arizona, to address
this problem on their own. The legal brief | signed addresses the role of Arizona’s law in
assisting with federal enforcement of immigration laws and points out that federal law already
solicits assistance with immigration enforcement.

Seventeen other representatives joined me in signing this legal brief Wednesday in support of
Arizona’s new immigration law, including Dan Burton (IN), Trent Franks (AZ), Sam Graves
(MO), Wally Herger (CA), Duncan Hunter (CA), Steve King (IA), Doug Lamborn (CO), Cynthia

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Subcommittee Approves Legislation to Help Severely Disabled Veterans

This week, the House Veterans Affairs Subcommittee on Economic Opportunity

approved legislation | introduced to help more of our country’s most severely disabled veterans
take advantage of VA Adapted Housing Grants. These grants provide assistance to disabled
veterans so they can achieve barrier-free homes by installing the necessary hand rails, wheel
chair ramps or bathroom modifications. Despite their helpfulness, Adapted Housing Grants are
used infrequently—a fact which the Government Accountability Office attributes to rules that
require the assistance veterans receive to adapt their temporary homes to count against the
total assistance they can receive later to adapt their own permanent residences.

My bill will benefit disabled veterans who reside in temporary housing with family or friends,
which is often the case following injuries and especially in these difficult economic times. For the
next year, the change will allow veterans to use Adapted Housing Grants to modify their
temporary residences without being penalized for assistance they receive later to adapt their
own permanent homes. Helping veterans who have sacrificed so much for our country is the
right thing to do and | will continue to work to assist these heroes.

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Latest Attempt to Pass Cap and Trade Will Hurt Kansans

News reports indicated this week that Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid plans to bring cap and
trade legislation to the Senate floor before the end of July. The legislation is reported to contain
provisions that would limit carbon emissions from power plants. | opposed cap and trade when it
was considered last year in the House of Representatives and strongly oppose this latest
attempt to pass this damaging legislation.

Cap and trade will have a devastating impact on our economy by raising the cost of energy for
Kansas families, businesses and farmers. Majority Leader Reid claims the legislation will only
impact the utility sector, but Kansas families will bear the cost of any regulations imposed by
Congress.

NRA-Backed Initiative Will Improve Access to Hunting Land

The United States Department of Agriculture (USDA) recently announced that the federal Open
Fields Initiative is now in effect through USDA for state governments interested in enrolling in
the program. Senator Pat Roberts and | worked to include the Open Fields Initiative language in
the 2008 Farm Bill to improve access to outdoor activities like hunting and fishing, while at the
same time helping landowners to improve wildlife conservation.

Backed by the National Rifle Association, the Open Fields Initiative will support state efforts to
develop voluntary, incentive-based programs that encourage private land owners to make their
land accessible. The initiative is expected to voluntarily open up more than 10 million new acres
of private land to the public each year.

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IRS Taxpayer Advocate Warns of Burdensome Provisions in Health Care Law
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This week, the IRS National Taxpayer Advocate, Nina Olson, released a report to Congress
about a burdensome provision included in President Obama’s recently-passed health care
reform law. Beginning in 2012, the new law requires all businesses, tax-exempt organizations
and federal, state and local government entities to issue 1099 forms to vendors from whom they
purchase goods totaling $600 or more during a calendar year. According to the report, about 40
million businesses and other entities will be subject to the new requirements, including 26
million small businesses, 2 million farming businesses, 1 million charities and other tax-exempt
organizations and more than 100,000 government entities.

| am strongly opposed to President Obama’s health care reform law, including this onerous
provision. | am a cosponsor of H.R. 5141, the Small Business Paperwork Mandate Elimination
Act, to eliminate this provision, saving businesses and non-profit organizations time and
resources while also protecting taxpayers from having to pay for an increase in IRS personnel
to enforce this requirement.
